Mr.  Chairman,  Radiks  and  Oknti.kmkn, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  which  incorporates  that  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor, on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  for  1947. 


The  vital  statistics,  summarised  on  page  3,  are  generally  satisfactory. 
The  estimated  population  of  15,290  shows  a decrease  of  20  from  that  of 
1946.  The  birth  rate  of  20.01  showed  an  increase  of  3.1 1 per  thousand 
of  the  population,  and  approximated  to  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  20.5  The  death  rate  was  12,23  per  thousand,  a decrease  of  0.57  per 
thousand  since  1946.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  29.4  is  slightly  less 
than  1946  and  compares  most  favourably’-  with  the  general  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  41.0. 


The  year  1947  has  seen  no  major  changes  in  the  sanitary  circum- 
stances of  the  district.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  water  supply 
to  Everdon,  Xewnham,  and  Preston  Capes  was  commenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  long  it  will  be  before  water 
is  actually  laid  on  to  the  houses  in  these  villages. 


The  progress  in  building  new  houses  was  veryr  slow,  though  a 
number  were  completed  and  occupied  in  a few  parishes  of  the  district, 
bearing  in  mind  the  immense  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses,  it  will 
be  some  time  before  any-  effort  can  be  made  to  eliminate  dwellings  which 
are  worn  out.  but  have  of  necessity  to  be  occupied. 


Measles,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  was  very  prevalent. 
Of  far  greater  concern  was  the  epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis  which 
swept  the  country,  and  the  Rural  District  ot  Daventry  had  a number 
of  cases  Of  the  cases  admitted  to  hospital,  the  majority  of  which  I saw 
personally,  two  developed  paralysis.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the 
disease. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Kirton,  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who,  in  spite  of  periods  of  indisposition,  has  given  invaluable  help  in 
the  administration  of  the  department,  and  also  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL 


CONDITIONS 


Area — The  area  of  the  district  is  79,423  acres. 


Population— The  estimated  resident  population  for  mid-year  1947,. 
was  15,290,  which  is  a decrease  of  20  from  that  for  1946.  The  natural 
increase  in  the  population,  i-e.,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  119. 


Government  Evacuation  Scheme — At  the  end  of  the  year  two 
evacuees  still  remained  in  the  district  under  the  official  scheme.  There 
are  still  a Rood  number  remaining  in  the  district  with  friends  and  rela- 
tives, and  in  quite  a few  instances  have  permanently  made  their  homes 
in  this  district,  having  found  good  work  in  the  area. 


Deaths — The  total, deaths  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
was  187.  This  shows  a decrease  of  9 on  1946,  when  the  total  for  that 
year  was  196. 


The  death  rate,  calculated  on  the  mid-year  1947  population  was 
12.23  per  thousand.  The  following  table  gives  information  regarding 
deaths  over  the  past  six  years.

From  the  table  of  causes  of  death,  it  will  be  seen  that  rather  more 
than  half  were  due  to  cancer,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases.  The  cancer 
mortality  rate  was  1,962  (crude)  per  thousand  of  the  ponulation. 

Births — The  number  of  births  assigned  to  this  district  was  306, 
compared  with  269  in  1946.  The  birth  rate  of  20.01  is  greater  than  that 
in  10:6.  when  it  was  16.0  per  thousand.  The  birth  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1947  was  20.5  per  thousand. 

Stillbirths — The  number  of  stillbirths  during  the  year  was  five,  all 
legitimate,  compared  with  three  in  1046.  The  stillbirth  rate  for  the 
year  (per  thousand  live  and  stillbirths)  was  16.09. 
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Illegitimate  Births — The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  1947  was 
the  same  as  the  previous  year  (11  male  and  4 female). 

Maternal  Mortality — There  was  one  death  recorded  under  this 
heading,  which  includes  puerperal  and  other  conditions  associated  with 
child-birth. 

Infant  Mortality — The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  who 
died  during  the  year  was  nine  (5  males  and  four  females)  and  the  causes 
of  death,  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Services — During;  the  year  what  was  formally  known  as 
the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  changed  its  title  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service — but  the  service  which  it  gave  to 
all  doctors  in  the  area  remained  the  same.  Furthermore,  the  Council 
was  not  asked  to  make  any  contribution  after  ist  April,  1947. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  on  behalf  of  the 
Authority  by  the  Laboratory  during  the  year  1947.

Dipthcria  Anti=toxin — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  (outside  London)  Order,  1910,  arrangements  are 
made  whereby  medical  practitioners  may  obtain  the  anti-toxin  from  local 
chemists,  at  short  notice  and  free  of  cost. 

Ambulance  Service — For  Infectious  cases,  the  ambulance  of  North- 
ampton Borough  Isolation  Hospital  was  used,  under  arrangement  by  the 
Western  Northamptonshire  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

For  non-infectious  cases  and  residents,  the  ambulance  maintained 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  stationed  at  Daventry,  is  used. 
The  service  has  been  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district  during  the 
year  under  review. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  following  District  Nursing  Associations 
operate  in  the  Daventry  Rural  District: — 

Long  Buckby,  Woodford  Halse,  Braunston,  Bvfield,  Badbv, 
Everdon  and  Newnham,  Weedon  and  Flore,  Crick  and  West 
Haddon. 
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Kach  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  administered  by 
a local  committee. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  Weedon 
(Parish  Hall) , Byfield,  and  Long  Buckby. 

Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  in  Daventry,  and  mothers  from  the  sur- 
rounding district  can  visit  if  they  so  desire.  The  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  is  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department. 


Hospitals — The  Western  Northamptonshire  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Stavertou,  which  was  compulsorily  closed  in  January,  1946,  owing  to 
staff  shortage  was  never  re-opened. 

Admission  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  within  the  Board’s  area, 
was  mainly  to  Northampton  Borough  Isolation  Hospital- 

Tow  aids  the  end  of  the  year,  the  equipment  at  the  Staverton  Isola- 
tion Hospital  was  sold. 

The  precept  levied  on  the  Council  by  the  Board  for  1947  was 
^143  ns.  od. 

Hospital  treatment  for  general  medical  and  surgical  cases  is  obtained 
at  both  Northampton  General  Hospital  and  the  Hospital  of  St.  Cross, 
Rugby. 


Section  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply. — There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  supply  of 
water  in  the  district.  Public  supplies  have  generally  proved  satisfactory, 
both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity,  in  the  23  parishes  which  have 
public  supplies.  There  was  still  a shortage  of  water  at  Everdon,  Newn- 
ham,  and  Preston  Capes,  but  the  scheme  for  a public  supply  to  these 
parishes  had  been  approved  and  tenders  accepted,  the  initial  stages  in 
the  commencement  of  the  scheme  were  started.  Water  had  to  be  carted 
to  these  parishes  at  a very  considerable  cost.  In  the  other  parishes, 
where  there  is  no  public  supply,  water  is  chiefly  drawn  from  wells  and 
springs,  there  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  quantities  available. 


All  the  public  water  supply  schemes  are  under  constant  treatment 
by  chlorination,  such  supplies  are  regularly  analysed  bacteriologically, 
and  apart  from  a few  fluctuations,  the  analyst’s  reports  were  very 
satisfactory.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage— The  conditions  of  sewers 
and  sewage  disposal  works  remains  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
there  are  eleven  parishes  with  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  and  the 
systems  have  generally  proved  satisfactory,  in  two  parishes  there  are 
temporary  works.  No  further  headway  was  made  with  regard  to  the 
provision  of  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  Badby  and  Newnliam  (joint 
scheme')  and  West  Haddon,  though  over  a year  had  lapsed  since  the 
luiquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  There  is  some  progress  to  report 
with  regard  to  the  Braunston  and  Kilsbv  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes,  at 
Braunston  works  had  commenced  and  at  Kilsbv  it  was  hoped  that  a com- 
mencement would  be  made  early  in  the  New  Year.  It  will  be  realised 
tliat^  the  greater  number  of  the  parishes  of  the  district,  though  the 
smaller  ones,  are  without  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works.  This  hinders 
am  leal  progress  with  the  provision  of  new  drainage  and  lavatory 
accommodation.  \\  ater  closets  are  in  general  use  in  all  the  sewered 
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parishes.  In  the  other  parishes,  there  are  quite  a number  of  water 
closets  which  discharge  to  septic  tanks,  but  the  chief  lavatory  accom- 
modation is  pail  closet,  elsau  pail  closet  and  privy,  and  there  is  quite  a 
difficulty  in  many  instances  for  the  proper  and  adequate  disposal  of 
nightsoil. 


The  house  drainage  in  the  district  may  be  considered  fair.  It  has 
been  a year  of  some  progress  in  the  provision  of  new  drains  and  repair 
of  existing  drainage,  but  progress  is  not  on  the  scale  I would  like  to  see. 
The  reasons  are  many.  Xo  proper  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works, 
shortage  of  essential  materials  and  building  labour.  I give  below  a 
summary  of  works  carried  out  with  regard  to  drainage,  etc.,  during  the 
year.  It  does  give  an  idea  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  district:

Disinfection — All  houses  from  which  infectious  disease  cases  were 
removed  were  disinfected,  soap  and  liquid  disinfectant  was  left  with 
the  householder  for  thorough  cleansing  afterwards.  Also  soap  and 
disinfectant  was  issued  to  Tuberculosis  patients  after  notification  and 
also  after  discharge  from  sanatorium. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  cases  of  infestation  were  brought  to 
notice. 

Moveable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act.  1936,  s.  269 — One  licence 
was  applied  for,  but  was  not  granted,  in  any  case,  the  applicant  after- 
wards did  not  pursue  the  matter. 

Rats  and  Alice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919  Infestation  Order,  1913 — 

The  Council  again  renewed  their  contract  with  the  Pests  Officer  of  the 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and  results  have  been  very  satisfac- 
tory. All  the  refuse  tips  are  frequently  treated,  and  constant  inspection 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department  has  proved  the  success  of  the 
scheme.  In  one  instance  it  was  considered  advisable  to  request  the 
Pests  Officer  to  treat  a tip,  this  was  due  to  a minor  infestation  of  the  tip, 


after  harvesting  nearby.  The  necessary  treatment  was  quicK.1)  given. 
1 believe  the  majority  of  the  farmers  in  the  district  now  have  annual 
contracts  with  the  Pests  Officer  for  the  extermination  of  rats  on  then- 
premises,  and  visits  to  these  premises  has  shown  the  success  of  the  same. 
Uy  this  I do  not  intend  to  imply  that  there  are  no  rats,  but  that  the 
district  as  a whole  is  remarkably  free  from  any  infestation.  It  may  be 
that  the  general  public  have  become  aware  of  the  enormous  damage  done 
by  rodents  and  take  the  necessary  action  on  their  premises.  I received 
a few  complaints  of  rats  during  the  year.  All  such  complaints  were 
investigated  and  advice  given  as  to  best  methods  of  destruction.  Such 
advice  usually  got  the  desired  results. 

Schools — We  have  31  schools  in  the  district,  but  those  at  Ashby  St. 
Ledgers,  Charwelton,  Helidon,  and  Winwick  are  still  closed  and  the 
children  have  to  go  to  neighbouring  schools.  Visits  of  inspection  have 
generally  shown  the  premises  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1937 — There  are  now  91  premises 
on  the  Registers.  They  are  chiefly  workshops,  with  a very  few  war- 
time work-places  still  in  operation.  Some  of  these  work-places  may 
continue  for  a while,  but  they  do  now  seem  to  be  dropping  out  a few  at 
a time  every  year. 

Lists  of  Outworkers  have  been  received  as  follows,  in  January, 
April,  October  and  November  one  list,  and  two  lists  in  August.  Each 
list  contained  the  name  of  outworker.  Visits  to  the  premises  concerned 
showed  satisfactory  conditions. 

Two  lists  of  changes  of  occupations  and  deletions  from  the  Registers 
were  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  of  Factories,  and  also  four 
letters  re  sanitary  conveniences.  In  three  instances  the  conditions  com- 
plained of  were  quckly  remedied  by  informal  action,  but  one  case  is  still 
outstanding,  the  work  being  put  in  hand  and  only  partially  completed. 
One  letter  was  received  re  storage  of  cellulose  solutions.  A store  was  ar- 
ranged. The  Registers  are  up-to-date. 

Scavenging — Household  Refuse  Collection  is  now  undertaken  in  31 
parishes  of  tlae  district,  so  that  only  4 of  the  small  hamlets  are  now 
without  a regular  collection.  The  work  is  carried  out  by  Annual 
Contracts,  and  is  fortnightly  in  all  parishes,  excepting  Weedon  Bee 
and  Woodford-cum-Membris,  where  it  is  weekly.  The  collection  has 
generally  proved  satisfactory,  and  complaints  of  non-collection  have 
been  few.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  very  bad  weather  conditions 
meant  that  some  parishes  experienced  a difficulty  in  the  collection  of 
refuse.  This  was  totally  unavoidable,  due  to  the  road  conditions  and 
entrances  to  refuse  tips.  The  Contractors  generally  made  an  effort  to 
keep  up  with  the  service  and  all  accumulations  were  removed  as  soon  as 
weather  conditions  improved.  I find  that  on  investigation  of  complaints 
people  will  persist  in  putting  anything  but  household  refuse  in  their 
bins.  Another  cause  of  complaint  is  non-collection  of  refuse.  Again 
on  investigation  I find  that  persons  have  not  put  out  their  bin  to  catch 
the  Contractor  as  he  passes  along  the  road,  but  bring  it  out  after  he  has 
gone.  We  cannot  ask  the  Contractor  to  do  the  route  twice  or  three 
times.  '1  lie  cost  of  collection  throughout  the  district,  including  main- 
tenance and  rent  of  tips  for  the  year,  was  £1,427,  or  a general  rate  over 
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the  district  of  4-5od.  for  the  full  year.  During  the  year  the  Council 
went  fully  into  the  question  of  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour,  and 
have  placed  an  order  for  two  S.  & D.  Freighters.  It  is  hoped  these 
vehicles  will  be  delivered  in  time  for  operation  in  the  district  as  from 
the  ist  April,  iy^y.  This  is  a progressive  step,  but  it  will  mean  a higher 
cost  of  collection.

HOUSING 


The  urgent  need  for  new  houses  is  still  a major  problem  for  the 
Council.  A number  of  new  houses  all  traditional  type,  have  been  com- 
pleted and  occupied.  By  the  allocations  of  these  houses,  some  part  of 
the  overcrowded  families  were  re-housed  and  overcrowding  abated.  The 
building  of  houses  is,  however,  very  slow.  We  have  a large  waiting 
list  for  houses,  and  it  seems  that  some  long  time  must  elapse  before  we 
can  tackle  the  problem  of  houses  unfit  for  occupation,  and  this  is  a very 
real  problem.  From  visits  and  interviews  of  persons  applying  for  new 
houses  we  find,  time  and  time  again,  that  the  applications  are  from 
persons  occupying  these  unfit  houses. 

Repair  work  was  very  difficult,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  there 
did  appear  to  be  some  easing  of  the  materials  position,  and  I hope  that 
the  New  Year  will  see  an  appreciable  amount  of  repair  work  carried  out. 
It  has  been  a difficult  and  trying  time  for  householders,  what  with  severe 
snow-storms,  followed  by  the  high  gales,  quite  a lot  of  property  suffered 
111  the  district. 

The  licensing  of  building  works  was  still  in  operation,  and  has 
meant  many  visits  and  inspections  to  properties  for  which  licences  were 
required.  During  the  year  307  premises  had  licences  approved  for  works 
to  be  carried  out  at  a total  estimated  cost  of  ^14,706,  further  licences 
were  issued  “outside  the  ceiling  figure”  for  gale  damage  and  specialist 
work  to  209  premises  at  a total  estimated  cost  of  ^14.095,  33  licences 
were  granted  to  provide  additional  housing  accommodation  at  a total 
estimated  cost  of  ^5,2 87,  and  further,  42  applications  for  licences  were 
first  inspected  and  then  forwarded  to  the  Regional  Licensing  Officer, 
Nottingham,  for  his  approval  and  issue,  at  a total  estimated  cost  of 
jdro.sig.  This  means  that  approximately  12  per  cent,  of  the  properties 
of  the  district  had  building  repair  works  or  maintenance  works  approved 
during  the  year. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  Council  houses  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory,  the  main  cause  for 
concern  on  Council  housing  sites  is  the  vast  amount  of  hutments  which 
have  been  erected.  Your  Surveyor,  Mr.  Bonsor,  has,  with  his  limited 
labour,  been  able  to  carry  out  repairs  to  Council  houses  where  most 
neectod-  It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  Mr.  Bonsor’s  staff  has  during 
the  year  complete^  remodelled  and  converted  seven  flats  at  Hunter- 
shields,  Weedon.  This  was  a fine  achievement,  and  has  meant  that 
seven  families  could  be  re-housed  at  Weedon. 

Many  visits  and  interviews  have  been  made  during  the  year  to 
Council  house  applicants,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still 
1,200  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Waiting  List. 

In  connection  with  new  building,  the  Council  have  completed  and 
allocated  two  houses  at  Weedon,  four  at  West  Iladdon,  two  at  Barbv, 
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eight  at  Byfield,  fourteen  at  Long  Buck  by,  six  at  Ncwnliam,  and  two 
at  Welton,  also  eleven  houses  and  bungalows  built  by  private  enterprise 
were  occupied  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had 
the  following  houses  in  varying  stages  of  construction:  two  at  Barby, 
eight  at  Bad  by,  fourteen  at  Braunston,  io  at  Crick,  two  at  Everdon, 
twenty-two  at  Flore,  six  at  Kilsby,  six  at  Newnhani,  twenty-two  at 
Weedon,  two  at  Welton,  6 at  Whilton,  six  at  Woodford  liaise,  and  four 
at  Velvertoft.  It  is  hoped  that  the  majority  of  these  will  be  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  coining  year.  In  addition  roads  were  put  down 
to  the  new  housing  site  at  Long  Buckby.

Section  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply — Milk  supplies  generally  in  the  district  are  satisfactory. 
The  majority  of  the  retailers  are  also  producers,  and  some  deliver  in 
scaled  bottles,  and  some  by  can  and  measure-  There  are  five  firms 
delivering  Pasteurised  Milk  and  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  all  bottled. 
These  firms  cover  a very  large  area  of  the  district.  Results  of  samples 
of  milk  taken  in  course  of  delivery  have  been  submitted  from  neighbour- 
ing authorities  and  there  has  been  a decided  improvement  on  the  last 
year.  Water  is  still  a major  problem  for  many  farmers,  not  onty  for 
domestic  purposes,  but  also  for  cooling  the  milk  and  washing  and  cleans- 
ing of  cowsheds.  I should  like  to  see  more  farmers  taking  advantage  of 
the  Scheme  operated  by  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committees,  whereby 
certain  grants  are  made  for  water  supplies,  thus  ensuring  a water  supply 
to  the  farm  for  all  purposes.  There  are  2 ]S  registered  producers  on  the 
register,  covering  304  cowsheds  It  should  be  noted  here  that  many 
farmers  have  during  the  year  ceased  to  produce  milk  for  human  con- 
sumption. The  figures  in  the  table  below  show  the  big  difference  in 
new  entries  on  the  register  and  entries  deleted.  The  reasons  given  us  are 
shortage  of  labour  for  this  seven-day-a-week  job,  cartage  difficul- 
ties to  nearest  collecting  points  by  the  milk  firms.  It  is  a pity  that 
such  milk  farms  should  go  out  of  production  at  a time  when  it  is  so 
badly  needed.  All  farms  and  milk  premises  on  the  register  have  been 
inspected  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory.  There 
are  occasions  when  informal  action  is  necessary  to  bring  about  an  im- 
provement in  the  conditions,  and  such  action  is  usually  satisfactorily 
completed.  The  sheds  in  the  district  are  generally  in  a fnirlv  good 
condition,  three  new  sheds  have  been  completed  and  ten  sheds  were 
completely  reconstructed-  There  are  a few  sheds  which  remain  on  my 
black  list  as  needing  thorough  reconstruction.  My  endeavours  will  be 
to  get  these  in  line  >s  conditions  permit.  There  have  again  been  numer- 
ous enquiries  from  farmers  in  the  district  regarding  the  production 
of  T.T.  milk.  These  are  referred  to  the  County  Health  Department, 
who  grant  such  licences.

Bakehouses — There  are  19  bakehouses  in  the  district,  and  though 
structurally  poor  they  are  generally  satisfactorily  maintained.  In  one 
or  two  instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  take  informal  action  for 
cleansing.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  these  premises  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  department. 
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Shops — Shop  premises  in  the  district  are  generally  of  the  small 
cottage  type.  There  are  a few  more  modern  and  larger  premises,  and 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  these  larger  stores  are  generally  satisfactory, 
but  in  the  small  cottage  shops  there  is  usually  such  a mixture  of  goods 
for  sale  that  it  is  a difficult  matter  to  get  things  in  a proper  order.  Even 
so,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  shopkeepers  are  cleanly  in  their  habits. 

Many  inspections  of  foodstuffs  have  been  made  under  section  io  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1935,  and  the  following  is  a list  of  foodstuffs

Some  of  them  are 
old  structurally,  and  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  therefore  more 
difficult  to  maintain.  Even  so,  the  general  standard  is  satisfactory. 
No  unsound  meat  was  found  exposed  for  sale- 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 


Section  i of  this  Act  is  in  force  in  the  district.  There  is  no  slaugh- 
tering of  animals  taking  place  at  our  slaughter-houses,  all  meat  is 
delivered  direct  to  the  butchers  from  the  central  abattoir.  The  method 
of  delivery  and  transport  has  much  improved  during  the  year,  a proper 
meat  van  has  been  used  generally.  There  has  been  a large  amount  of 
casual  slaughtering  of  cottagers’  pigs  during  the  winter  months.  ( )ne 
licence  to  slaughter  animals  was  renewed.  The  licensee  is  employed  at 
the  abattoir.

Tuberculosis — All  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  respiratory  or 
noil-respiratory,  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Institutional  care,  when  considered  necessary,  is  arranged  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  the 
County  Sanatoria. 

The  living  conditions,  etc.,  of  persons  notified  as  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  are  investigated  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  depart- 
ment. Disinfection  is  carried  out  upon  removal  to  Sanatorium  or  for 
any  other  removal  where  notified  in  time.  Investigation  is  also  carried 
out  upon  the  patient’s  discharge  from  Sanatorium.  Tubercular  patients 
or  contacts  have,  where  present  living  conditions  are  poor,  and  it  has 
been  possible  to  do  so,  been  re-housed  in  the  Council’s  new  houses- 
Unfortunately  to  date  these  instances  have  been  very  few. 

During  the  year  seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  all 
being  of  a respiratory  nature.  This  shows  a decided  decrease  of  nine 
as  against  a total  of  sixteen  cases  which  were  notified  during  1946.
